Caesar’s land of the Belgae became pretty much of a political football 
before it finally emerged into what we know today as the Kingdom of Bel- 
gium. Rome, Clovis, Charlemagne — each in turn governed it; France and 
Germany battled over it until it became a part of the Burgundian empire 
in 1384 Then for several centuries it passed back and forth between 
Austria and Spain. Finally the seven northern provinces revolted under 
William the Silent, Prince of Orange, and became the independent country 
of the United Netherlands. When the French Revolution occurred the 
southern provinces belonged to Austria, but in the year following 1790 
they declared their independence. This proved a short-lived state, however, 
as in 17 9 4 French armies overran the territory. When Napoleon was safely 
settled in St. Helena and the powers were in the process of turning back the 
European clock and undoing all that had been changed in the preceding 
twenty-five years, Belgium was handed over to King William I of Holland. 
The move was an unhappy one, for while the inhabitants of the provinces 
bordering on Holland were related to the people of the Netherlands racially, 
they were predominantly Catholic in contrast to the Protestant citizens of 
the Low Countries. William, narrow and obstinate, showed no willingness 
nor ability in handling the problems which arose in his new possession. 
The Belgians stood it for fifteen years, but when bad became steadily worse, 
they revolted in August of 1830. A national congress met on November 10, 
1830, declared the provinces independent, chose as the government a con- 
stitutional monarchy, and excluded the House of Orange. The great powers, 
who had been undecided whether to aid William in bringing the rebels to 
terms, decided, when the type of government was announced, to let things 
take their course; so the new nation was recognized on December 20, 1830. 
It was not until eight years later, however, that Holland and Belgium 
achieved a lasting peace and understanding. 

The search for a king ended on June 4, 1831, when Prince Leopold George 
of Coburg was appointed monarch. He entered upon his duties in July. 
Leopold, who was then 41, had in 1816 married the Princess Charlotte, 
daughter and heir of the then Prince of Wales, who later became George IV 
of England. Had his wife survived the birth of their child in 1817, Leopold 
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might have occupied in England the position his nephew Albert was to 
occupy in later years as husband of Queen Victoria— that of Prince Consort 
Leopold married a second time in 1832, the Princess Louise of Orleans, 
eldest daughter of King Louis Philippe of France.

The elder son of this marriage, Leopold, Duke of Brabant, was born in 
183 5. His marriage at the age of eighteen to a Habsburg princess, Marie- 
Henriette of Lorraine-Austria, was the occasion for the first set of commemo- 
rative coins. None of the three coins, in gold, silver, and copper, bears an 
indication of value. The gold and silver are of the same size and exactly 
alike except for metal. On the obverse is a head of Leopold I to the left 
with the inscription Leopold Premier Itoi des Beiges,” and on the reverse 
around the conjoined busts of the royal newlyweds runs the legend “L. L. 
Ph. M. V. Due de Brabant M. H. A. Duchesse de Brabant 21-22 Aout 1853.” 
The edge legend reads “Dieu Protege La Belgique.” These are, respectively, 
of 100-franc and 5-franc size. The name of the designer, Leopold Wiener, 
appears on both sides. The copper piece, of 10-ceiitime size, is similar, 
except that on the obverse a beaded border encloses the legend and tho 
date has been moved here from the reverse. The number of specimens 
minted is reported to be 300 in gold, 31,739 in silver, and 60,000 in copper. 

For the twenty-fifth anniversary of the reign of Leopold 1 in 1856 five 
different pieces were issued. Like the preceding set none of these bears 
indication of value. All seem to be in the class of official medals which 
circulated as currency. The obverse of all five is the same — a seated 
female figure crowned, with sceptre in one hand and palm branch in the 

other. In the background on a pedestal is a bust of the king and in the 

exergue the date ”21 July 1856.” On the reverse of the first series, which 
comes in gold, silver, and copper — all the same size — with values according 
to the corresponding sizes in the regular series of 40 francs, 2 francs, and 
5 centimes, is the inscription within a laurel wreath, “Twenty-fifth Anni- 
versary of the Inauguration of the King.” The gold piece has the legend 

in French. Of the silver and copper pieces there are two issues each, one 

with legend in French, the other in Flemish. The other two pieces of

silver and copper are the same size with the same obverse. On the reverse 
within a circle of stars is the inscription: “Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the 
I^nauguration of the Reign of Leopold I, King of the Belgians.” In the outer 
band is a longer inscription reading in translation: “First Silver Extracted 
From Belgian Mines by the Society of Membach Under the Patronage of 
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the General Society for the Furthering of National Industry.” The last 
two jetons have French inscriptions. 

On the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of independence three silver 
coins of two designs appeared. The piece of 5-franc size, which again indi- 
cates no denomination on either face, has on the obverse conjoined busts 
to the right of Leopold I and Leopold II, who had succeeded his father on

the throne in 18 65. The inscription runs “Leopold I * Leopold II” with 
the designer’s name, “Leop. Wiener,” below. The reverse bears in the exergue 
the name of Wiener’s son, “Charles Wiener,” who designed this face: A 
standing female figure, who bears in her right arm a tablet labeled “Constitu- 
tion Beige,” leans upon the Belgian lion seated at her left. In the back- 
ground on the left in front of a rayed sun is the Column of Congress erected 
in Brussels to commemorate the founding of the kingdom; and on the right is 
the handsome Palace of Justice, also in Brussels. The dates “1830-1SS0” 
appear above. The smaller silver pieces are alike and have the same obverse

as the 5-franc coin. On the reverse the arms of the kingdom, a rampant 
lion on shield under crown, above crossed sceptres ornately arranged, divides 
the value, either 2 francs or 1 franc. Above is “Royaume de Belgique,” 
and below, the anniversary dates, “1830-1880.” 

Fifty years passed before the next commemorative appeared to mark the 
centennial of independence. Albert had succeeded his uncle, Leopold II, 
as king in 1909. The conjoined busts of Belgium’s three kings during her 
century of independence with names above form the obverse design of the

single coin issued for the occasion. Below are the dates, “1830-1930.“ On 
the reverse between upright sprays of leaves is the inscription: “Kingdom 
of Belgium” “10 francs” (or 2 belgas). Since 1886 most of the coins of 
the realm have appeared with inscriptions in the two languages spoken in 
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Belgium, and this coin has two varieties, one in French and one in Flemish. 
The metal is nickel. 

The latest Belgian commemorative, a handsome piece of 50 francs in 
silver, was issued on the occasion of the Exposition in Brussels in 1935 and 
to mark the centenary of the Belgian railroads. Again there were two issues 
alike except for the inscriptions in the two languages. On the obverse the 
Archangel St. Michael tramples on a prostrate Satan (the arms of the city 
of Brussels). The angel’s figure divides a large “50 FR.“ The legend 
reads: “Kingdom of Belgium — Exposition of Brussels.” On the reverse 
below the centennial dates, “1835-1935,” is the imposing Brussels railway 
station. Here the legend runs: “Centenary of Belgian Railroads.” The 
designer’s name, “Wissaert,” appears at lower left, and the edge inscription 
reads: “Under the Reign of Leopold III,” (who had succeeded to the throne 
on his father’s tragic death in 1934). This, the first 50-franc piece in 
silver struck by Belgium, is a little smaller than the pre-war 5 franc coin. 


Masonic Pennies

Some of the Masonic pennies are made of silver, some of bronze; others 
are of copper, aluminum, brass and white metal. Some are very artistic 
in design and others very plain. Yet they all represent the same thing — 

a day’s wages.” 

Future generations will examine the plain ones and think that we did 
not demand much for our day’s labor. But, on the other hand, when they 
see the real artistic pennies they may decide that some of us were very well 
paid. 

The Masonic penny is carried by most Royal Arch Masons as a “pocket” 
piece. While some may cost more than others and be more artistic in de- 
sign, to the Mason who carries it, it represents a day’s wages earned. 

Each penny should have on one side a keystone with the letters H. T. W. 
S. S.^ T. K. S. engraved in a circle on the keystone. The letters represent 
the “mark” of an ancient Grand Master who wrought at the building of 
King Solomon’s Temple. The space within the circle of letters is left for 
the owner to engrave his personal “mark.” 

The reverse of the penny is many times made up of very artistic designs 
which show that some one in the chapter has given a great deal of thought 
toward creating an unusual penny for his chapter. This should be done 
more by those in charge of ordering new pennies for chapters and not allow 
the manufacturers to palm off the product of dies in stock to save expense 
of making new dies. 

In ancient times stones were marked in order to insure their being placed 
in the proper place in the building. Later on the craftsmen became more 
numerous and some very inferior work was turned out. The marks then 
served as a means of tracing the workman who had cut the stone. As time 
went on each craftsman had his mark registered and no other workman 
used it. He took pride in his work and was proud to engrave his “mark” 
on it. From this beginning came the present-day custom of Royal Arch 
Masons carrying a penny with their mark on them. Many pennies do not 
have the owner s mark on them, due to his neglect in selecting and regis- 
tering his mark with the secretary of his chapter. 

I have found Masonic penny collecting a very interesting hobby. I have 
them from most of the States in the United States and many from foreign 
countries where Masonry flourishes. I have contacted many interesting 
persons with whom it has been a pleasure to correspond. The hobby has 
made me dig deeper into the mysteries of Free Masonry, thereby making me 
far better posted on the subject than I would have been otherwise. 

Are there many collectors of Manonic Pennies? I have contacted very 
few of them. I have a booklet written by Dr. B. P. Wright a number of 
years ago about Masonic pennies. It speaks of many new collections being 
formed. What became of them? It would be interesting to know. 
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Photographing 
Coins And Medals

One often notes in coin publications how poorly new or brilliant coins 
reproduce in photographs. Being free from tarnish, they present mirror- 
like surfaces which tend to give an obnoxious reflection from the light 
source. Such reflections are evaded by placing the original light source 
back of the coin and, secondarily, illuminating it by the scattered ray 
reflection from a large dull-white paper surface suitably placed. This trick 
seems to work out better for coins than coating them with milk or granular 
substances intended to kill the glare. 

I have used an apparatus consisting of — 

1. A 14x17 inch light box such as is commonly used for viewing X-ray 
Aims. This is essentially a light-tight box except for its face where 
scattered light emerges uniformly through a flashed opal glass. 

2. A black cardboard coin holder some six or eight inches square in 
the center of which coins are mounted so as to leave a black border 
about two inches wide on all sides. The black cardboard is placed 
in the center of the light face (1). The black border is to prevent 
halation. 

3. A large white cardboard, perhaps a couple of feet square, to be 
used in front of the camera as a reflecting surface. In front of the 
lens a hole is cut in the white reflector for the admission of re- 
flected light from the coins and black cardboard. 

4. The camera. 

The assembly is arranged as here shown from above. 



1. The light box viewed from above. 

2. The black cardboard with coin mounted at center. 

3. The white cardboard reflector with hole cut in center. 

4. The camera. 

In operation, the light rays emerge on all sides of the black cardboard 
to be reflected back on the coins from myriad points on the white cardboard. 
The hole in the white cardboard need not be so large as to admit the direct 
light outside the black cardboard. 

The faces of coins or medals are thus lighted in a perfectly uniform 
manner. The glare is killed and only natural lights and shades reproduced 
in the photograph. The reproduction of old or tarnished coins is facilitated 
by previously rubbing flat on a blotter or pad to clean up the raised portions. 

A copy of the Federal law on photographing coins is attached: 

18 U. S. C. A., Sec. 285. 

“Sec. 285. (Criminal Code, section 171, amended.) Making, im- 
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porting, or possessing tokens similar to United States or foreign coins. 
Wlioever within the United States or any place subject to the juris- 
diction thereof shall make, or cause or procure to be made, or shall 
bring therein from any foreign country, or shall have in possession 
with intent to sell, give away, or in any other manner use the same, 
any business or professional card, notice, placard, token, device, print, 
or impression, or any other thing whatsoever, in the likeness or simili- 
tude as to design, color or the inscription thereon of any of the coins 
of the United States or of any foreign country that have been or may 
be issued as money, either under the authority of the United States or 
under the authority of any foreign government, shall be fined not 
more than $100. But nothing in this section shall be construed to 
forbid or prevent the printing and publishing of illustrations of coins 
and medals or the making of the necessary plates for the same to be 
used in illustrating numismatic and historical books and journals and 
school arithmetics and the circulars of legitimate publishers and dealers 
in the same."

Why Collecf It and How To Keep It 

(A paper presented to the New York Convention of the A. N. A. 


PART I. 

Mr. Farran Zerbe, who has for many years been affectionately regarded 
as the dean of American coin collectors, in concluding one of his ever- 
delightful after-dinner talks, once said: “Every person would be better off 
if he engaged in some form of collecting, irrespective of what he collects." 
In the light of our own experience, we who are collectors will unhesitatingly 
endorse that statement. Yet we must recognize that, although everybody is 
eligible, only a small percentage of people actually do become collectors. 

When we examine the list of coin collectors known to us we find that it 
includes all races of mankind, who come from all walks of life. On the 
other hand, that great majority which does not collect similarly represents 
all races and walks of life. What, then, determines whether one does or 
does not become a collector? 

To answer that question by saying it is “psychological" does not explain 
anything. Probably the true explanation lies in the presence or absence of 
one or more factors, such as heredity, environment, financial ability, pure 
accident or suggestion. Once having acquired the desire and ability to 
become a collector, it is the presence or absence of those factors, or combi- 
nations thereof, which determines whether we are to become coin collectors, 
and, similarly, what and how we are to collect. 

Manifestly it would be foolhardy for me to attempt to control or infiuence 
either your heredity, environment or financial ability. However, I shall 
venture to make some suggestions which are particularly applicable to that 
great majority of coin collectors who are persons of limited means; and 
possibly my thoughts on the subject may reach some fertile ground and 
serve to increase your happiness in your chosen hobby, much as has hap- 
pened in my own case. 

Many people erroneously believe that a poor man or one with only a 
moderate income should not collect coins, but that that hobby should be 
reserved for persons of ample means. Through our experience we know 
that that belief is without a proper foundation. W^e know that the average 
collector is anything but a rich man, and that some of the finest collections 
have been formed by persons in moderate circumstances. It follows, there- 
fore, that your advancement as a collector will not depend upon how much 
you have, but upon what you do with it. 
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When I began to collect coins my first field was United States coins, which 
I collected by “dates” in proof or uncirculated condition. Probably most 
of you did likewise. As time went on I acquired a fairly nice collection of 
such coins, but to my chagrin I found that there were very few series that 
I could complete. Many coins I could not acquire in the condition I sought, 
and even when I contented myself with a coin in a condition within my 
means, I still found that there were many rarities I could not get at all. 

Presently I found that my collection was becoming static and I was not 
adding anything to what little knowledge I did have of numismatic lore. 
Sadder yet, I found that I had exhausted whatever funds 1 had available for 
coin collecting purposes, and that there was no immediate prospect of ac- 
quiring those coins I still lacked. In other words, I found myself stymied. 

In this frame of mind I visited a fellow coin collector, who was then con- 
fined in a hospital. Naturally, our conversation soon turned to our hobby. 
In the course of our talk he said to me: 

“Mac, you have always impressed me as being fairly intelligent. Perhaps 
you can explain something to me. You have an excellent collection of 
quarters, with almost all dates. You have the 1822 and the 1824; but you 
are still missing an 1823 quarter, which may cost you several hundred 
dollars. If you finally acquire it, how much more will you know then than 
you know now? Does it make you a better numismatist because you have 
an 1877 cent in proof, while I have an 1878 in fine condition? Or, if I 
really had one, would my possession of an 187 6 Carson City twenty-cent 
piece teach me more about history, art or economics than your 1875 Carson 
City piece does? Why has it never occurred to you that your total sum 
of numismatic knowledge cannot be increased one whit more by a rare 
Boone than by a common one?” 

For the moment I was taken aback. His arguments were so conclusive, 
his implied suggestion seemed so sound, that I could find no defense, logical 
or otherwise, for my method of collecting. Then it dawned upon me that 
here was the solution to my dilemma. 

The very next day I determined to dispose of my proofs and dates and 
to collect United States coins by types only. With any money that I would 
then have left I could collect different kinds of coins. Several years have 
passed since that memorable talk, and I still believe him to be right. I 
still am very thankful for the suggestion he made. 

I fully realize that his thoughts on the subject were not original, nor is 
my exposition the best possible one. I quote this incident at length merely 
to show what effect a timely suggestion may have. 

From my observations of coin collectors I believe it to be very conserva- 
tive to say that in the early stages of the pursuit of this hobby at least 
75 per cent, of us collect dates. Often we come across collectors who 
confine themselves to single series of United States coins, such as large cents 
or silver dollars, or others who collect dates in series smaller than the 
quarter-dollar, or some other purely arbitrary division. When they are 
asked why they limit themselves in that way, they do not profess that their 
series is the only one that is interesting. Usually they will say that their 
available funds do not permit them to broaden out in their collecting tastes. 
A great number continue to collect dates and varieties for a good many 
years. Some, however, are fortunate enough at an early stage to come to 
the realization that coin collecting is such an extensive field that it is unwise 
to close your eyes, ears and mind to all the interesting information which 
can be acquired from diversifying your collection. 

At any rate, after my eyes had been opened to the light I commenced 
to collect types, to my ever-increasing satisfaction. No longer was I con- 
cerned about my lack of a 1799 cent; a 1798 would do just as well. I 
ceased watching with trepidation for further announcements regarding the 
issuing of new dates and mintmarks of old commemoratives. It no longer 
mattered to me whether there would be 13 or 16 Arkansas half dollars; 
one, or at most two, would suffice for me. 

After I had been collecting types for some time I found that I could derive 
most pleasure from my collection by mounting my coins. This would have 
the double advantage of making the changes in type immediately dis- 
cernible, and avoid unnecessary fingering of the specimens by my friends 
to whom they were shown. 

The next step that appeared logical was to make separate collections of 
reverses as well as obverses. This became advisable because in many in- 
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stances the change in the obverse type would occur at a different date than 
the change in the reverse type. In some cases, such as the five-cent nickels, 
there would be four different obverses and seven different reverses. Only 
by using this double collection could the evolutions of the various types be 
fully depicted. 

Finding no text which would suit my purposes, I evolved my own check 
list of type dates. The results are appended below. In making this list 
I have attempted to eliminate purely accidental changes, such as die breaks, 
die varieties, overdates, sizes of dates or berries, mint-marks or crosslet 4’s, 
etc. Similarly I have left out all patterns, like the 1856 small cent and 
the 183 6 silver dollar, in spite of the fact that many of them are included 
in most coin catalogues and check lists. In other words, I have intended 
to include only changes in types that were duly authorized and intentional 
on the part of the mint officials. 

Where the duration of a type would be temporarily interrupted by a 
minor change, such as the addition or the dropping of a star, or arrows 
at date, and thereafter continued as previously, I have listed such temporary 
change as a subdivision. Whether you should include these subdivisions 
in making your type collection is purely optional with you. 

I make no claim that this list constitutes the last word on the subject. 
It was gotten up merely for my own benefit, bearing in mind the objectives 
I have tried to outline. I pass it on for what it may be worth. If it can 
serve to aid some other collector, that will be pure velvet. Suggestions 
and criticisms will be gratefully received. 

PART II. 

After experimenting for some time with such ready-made paraphernalia 
for housing coins as was on the market, I reluctantly became convinced 
that none of them, as sold, would completely suit my purposes. They were 
either not susceptible to lettering, or the openings were too uniform and 
did not fit closely enough, or there were not enough openings. To have 
large boards made to order would not do, for if I were missing any single 
coin, that blank space would stick out like a sore thumb. So, one by one, 
I discarded them all. 

I finally concluded that the best thing for my purpose would be to use the 
individual coin holders which sell for about two cents each. 

These holders are comprised of numerous layers of fibre board and are 
made with openings which graduate in size from 8/16ths of an inch up to 
and including 28/16ths of an inch and have plenty of space for lettering. 
But still my troubles were not ended. The opening to receive the coin 
reaches part of the way through the holder; the rear part of the holder 
being in one piece. Naturally, the openings are made sufficiently deep so 
as to accommodate coins of extreme thickness. When I placed specimens 
in these openings, they would sink down to a greater or lesser degree, 
depending upon the particular coin. As a result, some part of the coin 
would be hidden from sight, unless viewed from directly above. To remedy 
this defect, I inserted a piece of cardboard, cut in the shape of the coin, 
of sufficient thickness so that when the coin was thereafter placed in the 
opening the top of the coin would be flush with the top of the display card. 

Then I found that in spite of the gradations of the openings by sixteenths 
of an inch, some of the coins could not be fitted therein perfectly. If the 
opening were but a trifle too wide, the coin would have a tendency to turn 
laterally each time the board was moved. As a result, when they were 
displayed, some of the coins would appear sideways, and some upside down. 
To straighten them out was useless because the next movement of the 
boards turned them again. To overcome this difficulty, I removed the coin 
and inserted in the opening a thin collar or cardboard, cut with the grain 
of the paper, of sufficient width so that it would not be too visible, yet of 
sufficient thickness to hold the coin snugly once it was inserted. 

Then to protect the coin from fingers, dirt and tarnish, I used pieces of 
heavy-gauge cellophane, cut into squares, slightly larger than the coin. 
These I fastened to the holders by narrow strips of Scotch cellulose tape. 
This material is almost perfectly transparent, and sticks when applied with 
slight pressure. The tape is applied in a width of approximately 3/16 inch 
in such manner that a small part of it covers the cellophane window, and 
the greater part is on the paper holder. The tape is sold in various widths. 
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I find that the %-inch is the most economical to use, because you can cut it 
very easily into narrow strips. 

A few hints about the use of this tape may prove helpful. Do not use 
the serrated edge of the dispenser for cutting off lengths of the tape; 
use scissors. Otherwise the ends of the tape will become soiled in a short 
time. Do not expose coins mounted in this fashion to the sun for any 
length of time, because that will tend to curl and brown the tape and make 
your display unsightly, besides tarnishing your coins. Do not use a wider 
strip of tape than is absolutely necessary, and particularly try to avoid 
getting the tape on the vertical sides of the holder, if you can do so. Place 
the strips around all four sides of the cellophane, so that the coin is com- 
pletely housed, without access to air. 

By the use of this method of protection the coin is securely held, and the 
displayed side will remain perfectly visible, yet no part of the coin is ex- 
posed or in contact with anything that can cause it the slightest harm. 
The constant rubbing across the face of the coin, that is incidental to the 
use of the large boards, is entirely done away with. 

I letter my boards to show the denomination of the coin, the first and 
last year of the type, and “obverse” or “reverse” as the case may be. If 
you like, you can also give the distinguishing feature of that type, as 
“small eagle,” “draped bust,” etc. 

This method of housing has the additional advantage that the boards can 
very easily be put into a frame which can be exhibited in an upright manner, 
without the use of nails or pegs next to the coins. 

The writer intends to compile a detailed check list of types of obverse 
and reverse of U. S. coins to be appended to this paper. This list is not 
complete at the present time, and I desire to make some further research 
in order to complete this check list. With this exception, the paper is 
complete. I therefore request leave to submit Part III at some future date 
and have the same considered as part of the paper itself.

Who Will Volunteer? San Diego, Cal.

There are very many kinds of coin collectors that to list them all would 
take many pages. We have the collector who collects only coins in the 
finest possible condition, and who has little interest in pieces in poor condi- 
tion, even though they may be rare and of highest historic interest. Then 
we have the collector who seeks the rarities and cares not for the common, 
humble piece. We have the collector who buys with the positive design of 
selling at a higher price, who hoards pieces likely to be in demand later on. 
We have the collector pure and simple, who has the inborn instinct to be 
collecting something, and gathers coins as others would collect any other of 
the myriads of collectible things. All of the above types of collectors may 
have little, or even no interest in what the coins represent in a historical 
way. Finally, we have the collector whose collection may be large or even 
very small, but knows or endeavors to find out all about it, the special 
reasons for its issue, and can place the country of issue and the ruler repre- 
sented in their proper places in the pageant of history. To this last type of 
collector we all will concede the title of numismatist. To the other types 
we may justly make a few mental reservations. 

Now what is the thing that distinguishes the numismatist from the other 
kinds of collectors? It is knowledge or information. We can acquire this 
knowledge through study of our coins and in reading what others have 
written about the subject, but we run into some real difficulties. Numis- 
matic works are usually printed in small editions; they may be written in a 
foreign lang^tage that we do not understand, and they are, as a rule, quite 
expensive, and, it may be, nothing has been written to cover some special 
field in which some of us may be interested. All the information in posses- 
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sion of present-day numismatists has not been printed, and such information 
in possession of numismatists of past generations has been lost forever be- 
cause they took no steps to record it. Some years ago there was a dealer 
in New York who had a wonderful amount of information regarding certain 
series of coins of the Western Hemisphere. He was very generous in pass- 
ing out this information to those who requested it of him in his shop, but 
he was not a prolific writer, and it is feared that much of his knowledge is 
lost to collectors forever. Another Eastern dealer has a knowledge possess- 
ed by few regarding the restrikes of Spanish American Proclamation pieces. 
He never used this knowledge to deceive his customers and distinctly and 
carefully stated in his sale catalogues whether the piece was an original or a 
restrike. But should we trust all dealers to be so conscientious? This in- 
formation should be available to collectors and not be considered as trade 
secrets. Its dissemination would increase the demand for the originals by 
giving confidence to the buyer, and as there are collectors who specialize 
in ‘Aphony” pieces, it would not hurt the market either. 

This paper is written with the object of encouraging numismatists who 
believe that they have information not available to collectors to write a line, 
or a paragraph, or a more extensive article setting forth their discoveries. 
Do not be deterred by the fact that you do not know one or several bits of 
information about some series of coins which you have studied. The pub- 
lication of what you have found out may reach the eye of some other numis- 
matist who may have that particular bit of information or some coin which 
will show up the missing facts. 

The more information we have about our coins the surer the bases, both 
scientifically and commercially, upon which our beloved pursuit is estab- 
lished will be. So volunteer your information for publication, and if all of 
you do this it will increase the happiness of yourself and all the rest of us. 
It is the one way in which you can repay the writers of the past. 


THE LURE OF HERALDRY. 

Until you have succumbed to heraldry you have not enjoyed all the possi- 
bilities of your coins. And when you are deep in the heraldry of your coins 
you will feel this is the supreme thrill the many exciting branches of numis- 
matics has to offer you. For it has a fascination that leads one on and on! 

The language is fanciful and picturesque and has a poetic quality about it. 
Azure (blue), argent (silver), gules (red), or (gold), vert (green), purpure 
(purple), sable (black) — the very names of the colors are poetic. 

You will find the charges are amusing, beautiful or inspiring, as the case 
may be. Learning the symbolism of these charges will prove to be inter- 
esting and will help you to understand the coat-of-arms you are studying. 

The coat-of-arms on your coin will help you to identify it correctly. Each 
king’s arms will show the king’s ancestry and relationship to other countries; 
and, very often, it will show the country’s former possessions. In studying 
the coat-of-arms of the Danish king, Christian X, I found, upon reading 
Danish history that many of the arms represented territories now in Germany 
or Sweden. It was very exciting to trace each arms, and to learn how Den- 
mark obtained a possesison and how she lost it. A few were difficult for 
me to discover, but when I did locate them I experienced all the thrills of 
an explorer discovering new lands! 

Do you see how coats-of-arms bring you to a study of the history of the 
country whose arms you are deciphering! This angle of heraldry can be 
enjoyed with zest, for it is an absorbing study and has endless possibilities. 
I believe Ripley says there are over 230 countries in the world. Quite a lot 
of territory to cover should we study each and every country! 

Perhaps the arms of others than the royal families might interest you. 
I have not been intrigued by this branch of heraldry, nor do I pretend to 
know anything about the artistic and decorative designing end of it. These 
branches would be complete studies in themselves; and since I am interested 
in the history of countries, I am concentrating on that angle. I mention 
them only to show you how many-sided a study of heraldry is. Certainly it 
is a fascinating by-path of coin-collecting.

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THE ART AND COINAGE OF THE BYZANTINE PERIOD. 

(Resume of a paper read at the meeting of the Numismatic Society of New 
South Wales by Mr. J. O’Connell on October 1C, 1939.) 

After the defeat of the Roman Emperor Licinius in 323 A. D. the Em- 
peror Constantine became master of the whole Roman Empire and decided 
to make the City of Byzantine his capital on account of its splendid situation 
on the threshold of the East. It was officially styled “New Rome” in 330 
A. D. 

The last period of art worthy of note on the Roman coinage is that of the 
Byzantine period, beginning with the Age of Constantine when, in the new 
capital of Byzantium, renamed Constantinople, a curious blending of Roman 
and Greek art produced that singular style termed Byzantine, which, with 
all its stiffness, possesses a certain charm and even grandeur which is very 
fascinating. It is the style that influenced the early arts of the Middle Ages 
all over Europe. The peculiarities of this style may be studied in the coins 
of Constantine and his successors, which are of the most decided Byzantine 
character. After the fall of the Western Empire in 47 6 A. D. the coinage of 
the Eastern Empire underwent a change. 

In the reign of Anastasius, A. D. 491-518, the large copper coin was in- 
creased in size. Its nominal value was 40 nummia, and the mark appearing 
in the centre of the reverse was the Greek numeral “M.” The half-size 
coin had “K” to represent 20, and the quarter-sized coin “I” to represent 10. 
These coins were struck at Constantinople, Rome, Carthage, Alexandria and 
Nicomedia. Some of the coins have two figures side by side on tlie obverse, 
and on the whole this coinage is of a very crude nature; the dies were 
badly cut and carelessly designed and lost all the beauty of the old Roman 
currency. The lettering of the inscriptions in many cases is not easy, and in 
some cases very hard to decipher. It is hard to understand this when we 
consider the high level reached in the art and architecture of this period, 
notably in the reign of the Emperor Justinian, 527-565 A. D., which was the 
great age of the Byzantine art. 

The famous Church of St. Sophia was erected in this reign and is one 
instance. Its walls and floors were covered with beautiful marbles from all 
parts of the world, and its wonderful mosaic pictures in colored glass testify 
to the skill of the Byzantine artists, yet the coinage of the Byzantine Empire 
remained at a low level in artistic value and importance for many centuries. 


NEW WORK ON THE TOKENS OP NEW ZEALAND. 

Part III of the numismatic history of New Zealand, entitled “Tokens of 
New Zealand,” has just reached this country. It is by Allan Sutherland, 
F.R.N.S. The other sections of this numismatic history, now in prepara- 
tion by the author, are as follows: Part I, “Gift, Exchange and Barter in 
New Zealand, 1750-1850.” Part II, “Coins of Early New Zealand, 1800- 
1850.” Part III, the present work (“Tokens of New Zealand, 1857-1897”); 
Part IV, “Early Paper Currency and Bank Notes of New Zealand, 1840- 
1940.” Part V, “Medals of New Zealand: Historic, Commemorative and 
General, 1769-1940.” “Part VI, “Coinage of New Zealand, 1840-1940.” 

The publication consists of 51 pages, with one plate. It is extremely well 
arranged, and contains much interesting data not heretofore available on 
the New Zealand tokens. Receipt of the other sections is eagerly awaited, 
as a well-arranged series of publications about New Zealand will do much 
to stimulate collecting interest about this group of numismatic issues. 


In Uruguay the Government makes about 25 per cent, on foreign ex- 
change transactions.

THE FEDERAL! CHARTER OF THE A. N. A. 

How did the A. N. A. secure a Federal Charter of Incorporation? is a 
question that has frequently been asked by many of its members, and the 
death of Congressman William A. Ashbrook, of Ohio, brings to mind some 
of the incidents in connection with the passage of this piece of legislation, 
which was introduced by Mr. Ashbrook at the request of Dr. J. M. Hender- 
son and successfully piloted by him through both houses of Congress, ending 
with the President’s approval. 

During 1910 and 1911 Dr. J. M. Henderson, of Columbus, Ohio, was 
President of the A. N. A. He and many others were agreed that the time 
had come when the A. N. A. should be incorporated. Dr. Henderson was 
a strong advocate of Federal incorporation, while others favored incor- 
poration under the laws of some State, feeling that it was useless to attempt 
to obtain a charter from Congress. It was known that Congress frowns upon 
Federal incorporation, and during its 150 years has given charters to less 
than half a dozen organizations, two of which are the Red Cross and the 
Boy Scouts of America. Dr. Henderson, however, was steadfast in his belief 
that the A. N. A. should have a Federal charter and that it was possible 
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to get it. He won his point and was given authority to try and get such a 

charter. , 

At the New York Convention in 1910 the struggle for incorporation began. 
Frank C. Higgins, of New York City (long since deceased) had previously 
been appointed chairman of a committee to report on the possibility of 
securing a Federal charter. His report at the convention was a recommen- 
dation to incorporate under the laws of New York State. Dr. Henderson 
vacated the chair, took the floor and led the debate in opposition to the 
report, with the result that the recommendation was defeated. A motion 
was then carried that a committee be appointed to secure a Federal charter, 
of which Dr. Henderson was to be chairman. 

At that time Mr. Ashbrook was a member of the House of Representatives. 
He was a personal friend of Dr. Henderson and represented a district ad- 
joining that in which Columbus is located. Mr. Ashbrook was an enthusi- 
astic collector of United States coins and also a member of the A. N. A. 
After several conferences with Dr. Henderson he agreed to introduce the 
charter bill and to work for its passage. 

Dr. Henderson, representing the A. N. A., made four trips to Washington 
to interview Representatives and Senators on getting a charter. On one of 
these visits when the bill was ready to be introduced, Senator Lodge asked 
Dr. Henderson which committee he wanted the bill referred to, and his reply 
was: “Any committee except the Committee on the District of Columbia.” 
When the bill was introduced in the Senate a friend of Senator Lodge, 
through confusion or misunderstanding, moved that the bill be referred to 
the Committee on the District of Columbia, the place where Dr. Henderson 
did not want it to go. 

Mr. Ashbrook introduced the bill in the House and it was referred to the 
proper committee. Then he began the work of getting it through both 
houses, after requesting the committee to which it was referred to hold it 
until he was ready to have it reported. Mr. Ashbrook had a wonderful 
personality and was very popular with the members on both political sides. 
First he saw all his close friends and secured their promise to vote for the 
bill when it came up. This was not difficult, because the bill had no ob- 
jectionable features. The most difficult barrier was the one mentioned 
above — hostility to chartering organizations of any kind. After he had 
obtained promises from his close friends to vote for the bill he went among 
other members of the House asking for votes. This was a slow, laborious 
and monotonous process, but his personality won in most cases. 

If a promise to vote for the bill could not be obtained, he got a promise 
that no opposition to it would be offered on the floor. For weeks and months 
the work went on, always quietly but none the less effectively. Finally, a 
count of the promises to vote for the bill passed the half-way mark and 
Mr. Ashbrook was ready to have the bill reported to the House. When it 
came up there was a short debate and a few perfunctory questions asked by 
some of the members, but these were anticipated and welcomed and gave 
Mr. Ashbrook opportunity to show that the bill was as harmless as it was 
meritorious. Upon roll call the vote showed a substantial majority in the 
bill’s favor. 

The fact that the bill had passed the House made his work in the Senate 
much easier. He did not have the close friendships in that body that he 
did in the House, but after a few weeks of canvassing among the members 
he felt there were no serious objections to its passage. The bill passed the 
Senate unanimously. 

The approval of the bill by President Taft on May 9, 1912, was not diffi- 
cult to obtain. He was an Ohio man, and so were Mr. Ashbrook and Dr. 
Henderson. At the Chicago convention in 1912, Judson Brenner, another 
Ohio man, succeeded Dr. Henderson as President of the A. N. A., and gave 
what assistance he could in the flnal days of the work. 


THEODOR HENTGEN DEAD. 

The death is announced of Theodor Hentgen, of The Bronx, New York 
City. He was active in The Bronx Coin Club until his last illness. Two or 
three years ago he contributed to The Numismatist a series of articles on 
military medals and decorations. 
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NEW ISSUES OP FOREIGN PAPER MONEY. 

A new note of 10 colones has just been received from Costa Rica, dated 
8 September, 1939. It shows on the obverse Florencio del Castillo, Costa 
Rican Deputy to the Cortes at Cadiz, 1810. The note is issued by the Banco 
National de Costa Rica, and is printed in several colors on the obverse. 

The reverse, printed in blue, shows a standing Cacique Indian of Costa 
Rica wearing a native tribal necklace and headdress. The notes are printed 
by Waterlow & Sons, of London, England. 

An unusual feature of these notes Is that there Is no statement made on 
the currency regarding the backing which it may have. Presumably, the 
entire credit of the Bank is behind it, but the note fails to state whether is 
is payable in gold or silver, or whether on demand. It is apparently a de- 
par.mental issue, which must have forced circulation, and be unexchange- 
able for coin. 


There is a new small-size issue of gourdes for the Republic of Haiti 
by the American Bank Note Co., and they measure 
inches. The notes are not dated. 

The National Bank of Costa Rica has issued a new 6 colones note with a 
portrait of Juan Mora Fernandez, who was the first chief of the State 
of Costa Rica, 18 24. This note shows his portrait, and the reverse shows 
the rums of the Cartage parish. Issue of July, 1939. 

The Reserve Bank of India has issued a special series of notes for Burma. 
These notes, in the rupee denomination, with a bust of Geo. VI engraved on 
^e obverse and watermarked in the paper, are the first for this country 
Previous notes of the Reserve Bakn of India had a special imprint on the 
border of the note, “Legal Tender in Burma Only.“

NEW OR RECENT ISSUES. 

Spain — A new coin, dated 1938, struck in copper, and of the 25 centimes 
denomination. The obverse shows the value, between two conventionalized 
oak and laurel panels. The reverse shows two heavy chains broken at an 
open volume marked “Science Art.” This piece was presumably used by 



the Franco Government, but bears neither mint mark nor artist’s mono- 
gram. The place of striking is not known. (Specimen from New Nether- 
lands Coin Company, New York City.) 


CORRECTIONS TO HARD TIMES TOKEN GUIDE IN JANUARY ISSUE. 

In the top line of page 4, “L. #19,” used for “L. #9,” is an obvious 
slip, not likely to mislead the reader. Some confusion may be caused, how- 
ever, by the allusion to L. #30 on the top line of the opposite page as 
“commoner” than L. #28. Whether appraised on the basis of Low s origi- 
nal prices and scarcity values, or by current quotations, L. #30 is the less 
common of the two. 

Excluding the six rarities # 8A, 11, 17, 61, 168 and 170, the majority of 
the other twenty-four pieces described in the article may be classified as 
technically “common” (worth today only about 75 cents even in very fine 
condition) or “very common” (50 cents or less). The remainder are about 
equally divided into two groups which may be conveniently distinguished as 
“scarce” and as “somewhat rare.” The “scarce” group (pieces currently 
valued, if in very fine condition, at between $1.00 and $2.50) includes the 
Jackson-Running Boar L. #10, with the boar’s nose pointing midway be- 
tween the words in the legend; the original Webster-Van Buren ship piece, 
L. # 63, scarce because the obverse die broke at once; and four E PLURIBUS 
UNUM — NOT ONE CENT pieces, L. # 28, 29, 35, 36. The “somewhat rare” 
group ($3.50 to $6.00) comprises the thin-flan brass Jackson-Running Boar 
L. #9; the three female heads which lack the Latin motto, L. #21, 22, 23; 
and a single E. P. U.-N. O. C. variety, L. #3 0.

VARIETIES IN SMALL CENTS. 

There has been a lot of talk about varieties and freaks in small cents lately. 
Here is what I have found and the degree of rarity: 

Varieties. 

1. Variations in the position of the mint mark. Common. 

2. Die breaks. Common. 

Freaks. 

1. Streaked planchet (dark and light grains in copper). Common. 

2. Scaling or fiaking planchet. Common. 

3. Impressions made by fiake stuck to die. Not so common. 

4. Clipped fian (curved notch out of planchet). Very scarce. 

5. Off or side strike. Very scarce. 

6. Poorly fitting collar (causing R. R. wheel effect or flange. Rare. 

7. Planchet cut from end of metal, causing ragged side on edge. Very rare. 

8. Thin planchet (do not confuse with acid-eaten coin, diameter is the 
same as perfect one). Very rare.

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NUMISMATIC NEWS BRIEFS. 

Commencing on January 1, 1940, Central China is being placed on an 
exclusively military yen scrip currency basis. 

Iran has tentatively fixed the value of the rial at 17 to the dollar. 

Italian travelers may bring back or take out with them only 50 lire in 
coins and 200 lire in State bank notes. State notes are 10-lire notes issued 
by the Government in partial replacement of silver coins, while bank notes 
are issues of the Bank of Italy in 50 lire or higher denominations. 

Reichsmark currency will no longer be converted into zloty currency in 
the area of Poland administered by Germany after Dec. 15. Zloty currency 
will be the only legal tender until a proposed new currency is issued. 

Bank notes issued by the Bank of Spain are now legal tender. Formerly 
a creditor was permitted to demand payment in specie. 

In Sweden all holdings of foreign gold coins must be reported to the 
Riksbank.

WII.LIAM A. ASHBKOOK. 

Rounding out a busy and useful life of 72 years, William A. Ashbrook, 
an honorary member of the A. N. A. and a Representative in Congress from 
the Seventeenth Ohio District, died at his home in Johnstown on New Year's 
Day following a stroke the day previous, from which he did not rally. He 
had suffered a slight stroke in Washington about two years ago, from 
which he recovered after treatment at the Naval Hospital and recuperating 
at his home. 

Mr. Ashbrook was born in Johnstown on July 1, 18 67, and had lived there 
all his life. Before he was 2l he had affiliated with the Democratic party 
and was elected secretary of the Democratic Central Committee, and thus 
began a political career that led him to the State Legislature and the na- 
tional House of Representatives.

At the age of 18 he became the editor of the Johnstown Independent, 
with which he was connected at the time of his death. In 1935 he observed 
50 years of continuous and complete service to his paper and to what he 
himself said “was the first thing that really interested me and doubtless 
was the deciding factor in moulding my future.” In 19 03 he was elected 
secretary of the National Editorial Association, being so honored by the 
group of progressive editors and publishers who composed that association. 

Another enterprise which deeply interested him was the Johnstown Build- 
ing and Loan Association, of which he was one of the founders. He was 
connected with the association since 1889, serving as president at the time 
of his death.

Ho was a member of the Knights of Pythias, and at the time of his death 
was a trustee of the Pythian Children’s Home at Springfield, Ohio. 

Mr. Ashbrook was president of the Johnstown Citizens Bank, of which 
he was one of the founders in 1898. He was a member of many lodges, 
including the Masons, and only recently was presented a gold medal for 
fifty years membership in the fraternity. He was also an honorary member 
of the Spanish-American War Veterans. 

He began his political career early in life. In his early 20s he was ap- 
pointed postmaster of Johnstown by President Cleveland. In 1906 he was 
the Democratic nominee for Congress and was elected, and re-elected each 
term for fourteen years until the Harding landslide in 1920. He was 
elected again 1934, 1936 and 1938. 

In 1889 he married Jennie Belle Willison, a teacher in Johnstown schools. 
She died in 1919. In 19 20 he married Marie Swank, of Belleville, Ohio, 
who survives him, by whom he had five children — William, Lucy, Leah 
Abbie, John and James. He is also survived by a sister, Mrs. Abbie Garner 
of Florida. 

Mr. Ashbrook is best known to A. N. A. members for having been in- 
strumental in securing the Federal Charter of the Association from Con- 
gress, in recognition of which he was made an honorary member. He was 
an enthusiastic collector of United States coins in uncirculated and proof 
condition. His enthusiasm waned somewhat several years ago when burglars 
looted the vault of his bank and stole the greater part of his collection. 

His most recent appearance among collectors was at the banquet at the 
Columbus (Ohio) Convention of the A. N. A., in 1938, where he was the 
principal speaker. 

Funeral services were held on Friday afternoon at his home, with Dr. 
Avery A. Shaw, past president of Denison University, officiating, assisted by 
Gordon S. Deer, student pastor of the Johnstown Baptist Church. Burial 
was in Green Hill Cemetery.

GERMANY TO USE ALUMINUM FOR NEW ( OIN ISSUE. 

Germany s money — like her airplanes — is being made as far as possible 
from domestic products, such as aluminum and paper. The Reichsbank 
announced the other day that it soon would begin issuing aluminum 50-pfen- 
ning coins (20 cents) to replace the present nickel coin. Paper one, two 
and five mark notes were circulated some time ago to replace coins of nickel. 


England and France stabilized their currencies for the duration of the war 
and six months afterwards, at the rate of 1761/^ francs per pound. This 
will eliminate gold transfers between the countries, and will make francs 
and pounds easily exchangeable. 


Due to the war and the rising prices of commodities. India has sold much 
gold, and there is a tremendous speculation in silver, which advanced the 
price of that metal to 3 6 cents an ounce. The people of India have always 
prefei red silver to gold, and the hoarding of silver is increasing. 
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CANADIAN BANKS MUST TURN IN (JOUD COINS. 

The chartered banks of Canada were ordered to transfer all their gold 
coin to the Bank of Canada by Jan. 15, an order-in-council recently pub- 
lished in The Canada Gazette said. This power to call in gold com was 
vested in the Bank of Canada when it was created in 1935. The order-m- 
council also said that after Jan. 15 the chartered banks will turn over al 
additional gold coin thirty days after it is acquired. The value of the gold 
transferred to the Central Bank “shall be computed on the basis estab- 
lished by the Currency Act at the date of relevant transaction,” the order- 
in-council concluded.— Canadian Press Dispatch from Ottawa.
